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TRAVELLERS have been banned 
from setting up unauthorised 
encampments in Harlow in a 
landmark High Court ruling. 

Harlow Council and Essex 
w County Council applied for an 
interim injunction to prevent 
■ encampments from being set up 


on 454 individual “parcels’ 
land. 

Since October 2013, 109 unau¬ 
thorised encampments have been 
set up across the town, with many 
sites being used multiple times. 

This is despite there being two 
authorised permanent sites in 
the town where travellers are 
allowed to stay. 

The Gypsy Council described 
the injunction as “like a police

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Shadow minister calls for u-turn on police cuts

SHADOW Home Office min¬ 
ister Steve Reed called for 
more police officers during a 
visit to Harlow on Tuesday. 

The Labour politican 
joined the party’s parliamen¬ 
tary candidate Suzy Stride 
for a tour of the town during 
which they discussed crime, 
were shown some of the illeg¬ 
al traveller encampments 
and visited the Bush Fair 
area where anti-social beha¬ 
viour is one of the main prob¬ 
lems facing police. 

Later Mr Reed blamed the 
Government for the reduc¬ 
tion in the number of police 
officers on the ground. 

“The police [in Essex] have 
lost over 150 officers in the 
last year, which is five per 
cent of the force,” he said. 
“There needs to be more 
officers to make people feel 
safe.” 

He also said reforms were 
necessary to ensure there 


could be no repeat of the 
problem of removing unau¬ 
thorised traveller encamp¬ 
ments in other towns. 


“The law needs to change 
to give the police the powers 
they need to remove the trav¬ 
ellers from the town,” he 


said. “I will go back and look 
at how that will be possible as 
we are in the process of put¬ 
ting together Labour’s mani¬ 
festo.” 

During his visit Mr Reed 
and Miss Stride met county 
police and crime commis¬ 
sioner Nick Alston to talk 
about funding and anti-social 
behaviour in more depth. 

Afterwards, Miss Stride 
described Mr Reed’s visit as 
“positive”, adding: “What we 
hear is the national story of 
police cuts. Coming out here 
today I have heard how the 
cuts have affected them and 
it’s very worrying.” 

She also called for more 
funding to improve young 
people’s services in the town 
to tackle the problem of anti¬ 
social behaviour in areas 
such as Bush Fair and said 
she would like to see vacant 
shop premises turned into a 
youth centre. 


Out-of-town offer 
to wait list pupils 

30 places available at Burnt Mill’s ‘sister’ school

MORE than 300 children on the waiting 
list of one of Harlow's five secondary 
schools are being given the chance to 
apply for 30 places at an academy in 
Stansted. 

Parents of the Year 6 youngsters 
applied for a place at Burnt Mill 
Academy from September but were not 
among the 210 successful applicants 
who received their confirmation noti¬ 
ces on Monday. 

They have now been told they can try 
for a place at Forest Hall Academy in 
Stansted Mountfitchet 15 miles away. 

Burnt Mill executive headteacher 
Helena Mills has recently taken 
responsibility for Forest Hall after the 
school joined the Burnt Mill Co-oper¬ 
ative Academy Trust on February 1. 

Former Burnt Mill deputy head 
Stephen Hehir has been drafted in as 


acting head at Forest Hall, which is now 
being dubbed “mini Burnt Mill”. 

Ms Mills said: “I knew we wouldn’t be 
able to accommodate all the children 
who really wanted a place at Burnt Mill 
because we are full and have taken over 
our PAN [published admission num¬ 
bers] in previous years. 

“I know what we offer here is quite 
unique and that so many parents are 
desperate for their children to gain 
from the opportunities we offer. The 
only way to be able to accommodate 
more families is to offer places to fam¬ 
ilies in our sister school, Forest Hall.” 

She added: “As executive head of both 
schools in Harlow and Stansted, I am 
able to ensure our outstanding prac¬ 
tices are enjoyed by all our children. 

“Indeed, students in both schools 
benefit from our fantastic leaders, out¬ 
standing teachers and amazing facil¬ 
ities. 

“Our philosophy at Burnt Mill and 


Forest Hall is that children only get one 
chance at secondary education and we 
cannot allow them to fail. Our job is to 
inspire every child in our care to 
achieve amazing things.” 

BMAT is also responsible for Cooks 
Spinney, Freshwaters and Little Parn- 
don primary schools in Harlow and 
Rodon Primary. 

■ SOME 93 per cent of children were 
allocated a place at either their first or 
second secondary schools, according to 
Essex County Council. 

A total of 86 per cent of parents have 
been offered their first preference, with 
seven per cent getting their second. 

Cllr Ray Gooding, cabinet member 
for education and lifelong learning, 
said: “It is fantastic that we have once 
again been able to provide so many 
children with a place at a school pre¬ 
ferred by their parents despite signi¬ 
ficant growth of the county and an ever- 
increasing demand for school places.”

of court. It applies to 35 named 
travellers. 

More than 300 sites covered by 
the court order are considered 
“vulnerable”, including parks, 
playgrounds, previously occupied 
sites, highway verges, schools and 
private land. 

The interim injunction, gran¬ 
ted by Mrs Justice Patterson, will 
remain in place until a hearing 
for the full injunction takes place 
later in the year, Harlow Council 
said. 

Joseph Jones, a spokesman for 
the Gypsy Council, said the grant¬ 
ing of the injunction was “like a 
police state”. 

“Unauthorised encampments 
are a reaction to lack of provision 
by local authorities,” he said. 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon said: 
“Tuesday’s announcement is a 
major step forward to ridding our 
town of this blight once and for 
all, and comes alongside commit¬ 
ments made by the Chief Con¬ 
stable to look at what more can be 
done. 

Grateful 

“Although I think this is 
something that sho uld have been 
done a long time ago, I am grateful 
for all of the fantastic work of the 
Harlow anti-social behaviour 
team, who have worked hard 
alongside Essex County Council 
to secure this injunction.” 

“We must ensure that Harlow 
never again is seen as a soft touch 
for unauthorised or illegal 
encampments,” he added. 

Labour parliamentary candid¬ 
ate Suzy Stride said that the 
announcement should only be the 
beginning. 

She added: “I welcome Mrs 
Justice Patterson’s decision today, 
this is an important step on the 
road to ending illegal encamp¬ 
ments in Harlow, but as I have 
made clear there is no room for 
complacency.

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Cigarettes and 
alcohol seized 
in crackdown 
on illicit goods 

THOUSANDS of illicit cigarettes 
and large quantities of tobacco 
and alcohol have been seized by 
customs officers in an operation 
to disrupt the sale and supply of 
illegal goods in Harlow and 
Southend. 

HM Revenue and Customs 
investigators, working with 
police and trading standards 
officers visited around 16 retail 
premises and one storage depot 
suspected of selling or storing 
duty-free tobacco and alcohol 
goods. 

The raids were carried out as 
part of HMRC’s Tobacco 
Taskforce crackdown. 

Tobacco and alcohol products 
were seized from nine premises. 
The haul included 11,360 
cigarettes on which £2,091 in 
duty and VAT had not been 
paid,10.3 kilos of tobacco with 
£1,596 in unpaid duty and VAT 
and 158 litres of alcohol, 
including spirits and wine with 
£950 duty and VAT evaded. 

Paul Barton, assistant director 
of criminal investigation at 
HMRC, said: “The sale of illegal 
tobacco will not be tolerated by 
us or our partner agencies. 

Strategy 

“Disrupting criminal trade is 
at the heart of our strategy to 
clampdown on the illicit market, 
which costs the UK around £2bn 
a year. This is theft from the 
taxpayer and undermines 
legitimate traders.” 

Detective Constable Richard 
Adams of the Kent and Essex 
Serious Crime Directorate said: 
“Essex Police assisted HMRC 
and Essex Trading Standards in 
a successful operation to tackle 
the sale and supply of illegal 
tobacco and alcohol in Harlow 
and Southend. 

“This type of criminal activity 
will not be tolerated. As well 
making profits for criminals, 
these products can also be 
potentially harmful to health.” 

Cllr Roger Walters, Essex 
County Council’s lead councillor 
for trading standards, added: 
“Those involved in the 
distribution of illegal tobacco 
may be encouraging people, 
including children, to smoke by 
providing a cheap source of 
unregulated cigarettes. 

“Offenders need to know they 
will face consequences if they 
choose to deal in these illegal 
products.”

Street lights could 
cost an extra £2 lk 

Council may still have to raid reserves after tax hike

THE bill for switching on street lights in 
Harlow could cost the town’s taxpayers 
an extra £20,000, it has been revealed. 

In January, Harlow councillors voted 
to raise its share of the council tax by 1.5 
per cent to raise the £100,000 needed to 
turn the lights back on between the 
hours of midnight and 5am. 

But at a special meeting of the council 
on Thursday, it was revealed the switch- 
on - which has still to be agreed by Essex 
County Council - could cost £121,000. 

Under questioning from Conservative 
group leader Andrew Johnson, resou¬ 
rces portfolio holder Mike Danvers 
admitted the difference but said it rep¬ 
resented was “only a tiny amount”. 

“We will find the other £21,000,” he 
added, suggesting the money could be 
taken from reserves. 

Council leader Jon Clempner explain¬ 
ed the £100,000 figure was based on 
County Hall’s initial estimate of the 
annual savings in turning off street 
lights in Harlow. 

He added: “The council’s plan to keep 
street lights on all night is subject to the 
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county council’s agreement and the cost 
and terms of turning the lights back on 
are being discussed with them. 

“A figure of £121,000 was mentioned by 
the county council in a meeting held last 
week as this includes adding carbon 
taxes to the figure. 

“However, at this point no final figure 
has been agreed, nor has the county 


council agreed to turn the lights back 
on. If the cost is more than £100,000 I 
know that this can be accommodated 
within the existing budget in a sus¬ 
tainable way and without further 
impact on council tax levels.” 

“The important issue is that the coun¬ 
cil needs to respond to the overwhelm¬ 
ing feeling of the community about the 
impact turning street lights off has had 
on them,” he added. 

The council carried out a review of the 
lighting policy during its budget con¬ 
sultation last summer. It said the result 
showed widespread public support for 
the move. 

This week Cllr Rodney Bass, Essex 
County Council’s cabinet member for 
highways and transportation, said an 
initial meeting had been held with Har¬ 
low Council representatives at which 
they were asked to justify the request for 
the slights to be switched back on. 

“They have been asked to submit the 
rationale, preferably balanced with 
evidence, for their assertions on part- 
night lighting to justify their request to 
us,” he said. 

“When this is to hand we will consider 
their request.”

Councillors 
were not paid 

SIR There is much discussion 
going on, mainly by Labour, 
regarding MPs having second 
jobs but there has been no 
mention of second jobs for 
district and county councillors.

Council agrees to relocate legacy saplings

TREES planted near a children’s 
play area will be dug up and 
relocated after Harlow Council 
bowed to pressure from resid¬ 
ents. 

Parents and children held ban¬ 
ners as they protested against the 
placement of five trees close to 
the play park near Henry Moore 
Primary School in Church 
Langley. 

They said the trees, which com¬ 
memorate the 2012 London Oly¬ 
mpics as part of Harlow Council’s 
legacy project, were planted on a 
grassed area used by children of 
all ages for football and other 
sports. 

One resident, who asked not to 
be named, said: “We love trees 
and it isn’t as if we don’t want 
them, but we would like them 
moved to somewhere suitable. 

“Obviously this would need to 
be done as soon as possible to 
prevent damage to growing 
roots. 

“We love the idea of trees but in 
that location they actually pre¬ 
vent participation in sport, 
which is completely at odds with 
the idea that these represent part 
of Harlow’s celebration of the 
Olympic legacy.” 

The residents, Harlow MP 
Robert Halfon and even ward 
councillors were unaware of the 
plans. 

Although there was support for 
the idea of planting trees as a 
lasting memorial to the Games, 
the residents said they should be 
relocated. 

This week the council said it 
had listened to the residents’ 



views and had agreed to move the 
trees. 

Cllr Mark Wilkinson said: “In 
all 11 wards in Harlow trees are 
being planted that represent the 
five Olympic rings. 

“These trees will help improve 
the environment but will also be a 
lasting memory of when the 
country hosted the 2012 Olympic 
Games. This is being funded as 
part of the ward improvements 
programme. Ward councillors 
were advised of proposed loca¬ 
tions. 

“We have now agreed to move 
the trees in Church Langley to 
another location and ward coun¬ 
cillors are in the process of talk¬ 
ing to residents to agree an 
alternative location.” 

He added: “The relocation of 
the trees will be carried by the 
local contractor which planted 
them. The cost of which will be 
kept to a minimum and come out 
of existing budgets.”

Benefits: Work-shy 
culture or just too 
few jobs for town? 


Benefits fact file

Dean Rowley became an overnight villain when he boasted about 
his benefits being “free money” on a Channel 5 documentary. The 
example of this Harlow teenager typifies a presumed work-shy 
culture, but are we right to call all jobseeker claimants lazy? How 
many Deans are there? WILLIAM MATA tries to find out. 


H ATE travels fast and soon after 
Benefits Britain finished show¬ 
ing on Channel 5 the world had 
made a new enemy. 

The outrage stirred from the doc¬ 
umentary was enough to rival even 
Big Brother and much of it centred on 
Harlow teenager Dean Rowley. 

As a claimant of Jobseekers Allow¬ 
ance (JSA) Dean is something of a 
stereotype. He didn’t help his cause by 
boasting about his benefits being “free 
money” nor did it do him any favours 
to say he was content to stay at home 
watching TV and taking selfies. 

His admittance to phoning his Mum 
from his bed when he couldn’t be 
bothered to get up seemed to be the 
final nail in the coffin. The floodgates 
opened and, unsurprisingly Dean sud¬ 
denly didn’t find himself too popular. 

“His benefits should be stopped, he 
clearly isn’t looking for a job, and has 
no life ambition” was one of the kinder 
messages posted online about his life¬ 
style. It also fuelled online rage 
against a ‘benefits culture’ which gives 
young people ‘no incentive’ to find 
jobs. 

The reaction stemmed from a notion 
that Dean is part of a growing number 
of youth draining the countries 
resources one selfie at a time. But is 
this one example a true reflection of a 


national issue? How many Deans are 
there? 

Unemployment has nationally 
declined to 7.9 per cent with Harlow 
below the national average. For the 
46,000 people in the town considered 
economically active, only 6.25 per cent 
are not working. There has also been a 
drop in the number of 16-19 year old 
NEETs (Not in Education, Employ¬ 
ment or Training) which for many is 
proof the Government’s employment 
policies are working. 

Recession 

There are currently 1,248 people on 
JSA in Harlow, which is only a slight 
increase on figures from 10 years ago 
which, considering we’ve undergone a 
recession and a rising population, 
seems reasonable. 

Interestingly, there is also evidence 
to show there are many more people 
unemployed who are not claiming job 
seekers benefits (2,900) than those who 
are. 

However, shoppers visiting the Har¬ 


vey Centre were very much split into 
two camps - those who feel getting a 
job is easier said than done and those 
who wonder how hard it can be. 

Shopper Heidi Lucas is very much of 
the latter. “You can find a job if you put 
your mind to it,” she said, “There are 
plenty of opportunities available for 
young people and it should not be 
difficult.” 

Her views are backed up by Jean 
Wiltshire, who said: “If young people 
want a job they will go and get a job, 
that’s all there is to it,” she said. 

However, other shoppers were more 
sympathetic and said jobseekers 
should be given support rather than 
stigma. 

Rob Cole, of Foldcroft, said: “It’s 
very hard to get a job these days, I feel 
sorry for the young people. It’s hap¬ 
pening across the country, they’re just 
not given a chance.” 

Doll Deemer agreed: “It seems to be 
very hard indeed for young people to 
find a job these days.” 

The figure of 1,248 claimants of JSA 


does seem high but it should be con¬ 
sidered that 492 jobs were offered by 
the Job Centre’s internal Universal 
Jobmatch last month in Harlow 
alone. 

Jobs are available in Harlow but 
there is more to the situation than 
suggested in these figures. Some 
groups find getting work much harder, 
than others with age, qualifications 
and skills all being a factor. 

Graduates are among the hardest 
hit, with figures suggesting that as 
many as 85 people are regularly apply¬ 
ing for one vacancy in some fields. 

Although a number of jobs are avail¬ 
able, they may not be positions that 
everyone has the skills or abilities to 
take on. This could explain why many 
people out of work do not take on JSA 
unless they have to. 

It could be argued that both schools 
of thought I found are in their own way 
correct. Jobs are there but getting a job 
is very hard for some people. 

Let’s leave the last word to Dean. 
“Eventually I would like to get a job 
when I can find one,” he said. “It’s not 
healthy for a 19-year-old to sit in his 
bedroom all day doing nothing.” 

His case is an extreme one but his 
problem is not uncommon in Harlow. 
Jobs are there but the real hard work 
will be in getting one.

MP calls for an 
end to ‘unfair’ 
cremation form 
charges by GPs 

HARLOW MP Robert Halfon is calling on the Gov¬ 
ernment to scrap the fee charged by doctors to 
grieving families for a cremation certificate. 

Under the current system, two GPs must complete 
the form and can charge £80 for the service - a total 
of £160. 

But Mr Halfon said the charges were both unfair 
and excessive as GPs were using the service to top up 
their annual salaries, penalising families who opted 
for cremation rather than burial. 

He argued the service should be performed as 
“part of the day-to-day job of being a doctor in the 
free NHS” in a similar way to signing death cer¬ 
tificates without claiming fees. 

In 2010 it was estimated the practice had earned 
GPs a total of £15m. 

Mr Halfon raised the issue in the House of Com¬ 
mons, citing the example of a Harlow man who 
complained he faced financial hardship after he was 
asked to pay the £160 charge for a certificate fol¬ 
lowing the death of his father. 

Vulnerable 

“These fees are hitting people who are already 
vulnerable and going through an incredibly difficult 
time,” said Mr Halfon. “It is unfair that families 
wishing for their loved ones to be cremated should 
have to pay an extra £160 for this service, which is 
unfair and excessive. 

“ Nobody should be left out of pocket in what is 
already such an upsetting time”. 

In response, Leader of the House William Hague 
said the Government was committed to reforming 
the death certification system. 

“When a patient dies it is the statutory duty of the 
doctor who has attended them in their last illness to 
issue a medical certificate of cause of death,” he told 
Mr Halfon. 

“There is no fee payable for completing that but 
there are other forms before cremation of a deceased 
patient. The proposed reform of the system would 
remove the need for cremation form fees.” 
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Figures reveal 
a 36% increase 
in hate crimes 


Majority of offences are racially motivated

AN anti-racism charity is visiting 
several schools in Harlow after 
latest police figures show an 
increase in incidents of hate 
crime in the town. 

Figures released by Essex 
Police reveal there were a total of 
170 reported offences involving 
race, gender, religion or disability 
from August 2013 to July 2014 - a 
rise of 36 per cent rise over the 
previous 12-month period. 

The statistics show that around 
14 hate crimes a month are repor¬ 
ted in the Harlow district. The 
majority of offences involved 
racial prejudice, with people of 
eastern European descent the 
most likely targets. 

At a recent meeting of Harlow 
Council’s scrutiny committee 
meeting, a police representative 
said the percentage increase was 
“representative of the low num¬ 
ber of hate crimes in Harlow”. 


Also present at the meeting was 
Steve Goodsell, south of England 
regional manager for anti-preju¬ 
dice charity Show Racism the Red 
Card. He said the best weapon to 
fight discrimination was educa¬ 
tion. 

“I have working for SRtRC for 
two years and I always feel there is 
more work to be done,” he said. 

“ I can go into schools and see 
opinions are not always changing. 
Things are not always getting bet¬ 
ter and in some cases are actually 
getting worse. 

“Harlow is a new town which is 
quite typically diverse and 
because of that can be more 
accepting. But it still has its prob-

lems and I’ve spoken to people 
who are under the impression 
that Britain is awash with 
Muslims, that 60 per cent of the 
UK is Islamic and we being taken 
over by Romanians. 

“The reality is that the UK is 
probably around 10 per cent 
Muslim, if that, and people will 
buy into what they hear in the 
media.” 

Mr Goodsell is currently in the 
process of visiting four schools in 
Harlow during which SRtRC 
holds workshops with students in 
an environment where they are 
encouraged to voice their opin¬ 
ions. 

SRtRC gained recognition of its 
work in 1996 when former New¬ 
castle United goalkeeper Shaka 
Hislop publically praised its work 
after his family was subjected to 
discrimination. Other supporters 
include Arsenal legends Ian 
Wright and Thierry Henry and 
former Spurs striker Jermain 
Defoe.

Owner’s shock 
as thieves steal 
14 rare finches 


Birds worth £3,000 snatched from aviary

A BIRD keeper said he felt “numb” 
after his collection of 14 rare breed¬ 
ing Siberian bullfinches were stolen 
from an aviary in the garden of his 
Harlow home. 

Thieves struck during the early 
hours of Thursday, using a wheelie 
bin to climb over a wall at pensioner 
John Martin’s house in Peterswood. 

They then forced open a window 
in one of 65-year-old Mr Martin’s two 
avaries and removed seven pairs of 
birds worth more than £3,000 from 
their cages. 

It is believed the thieves would 
have needed a large box or cage to 
transport the birds, which form 
close bonds with each other and 
would have made a lot of noise if they 
were separated from their mates. 

“These birds are me and my wife’s 
retirement,” said a devastated Mr 
Martin. “We don’t have a large pen¬ 
sion as we put our money to use on 
these birds. 

“It’s like losing a dog, I just feel 
numb.” 

The birds, worth between £250 to 
£300 per breeding pair, require spe¬ 
cialist care and Mr Martin predicted 
that without it half would be dead 
within a week. 


“What people don’t understand is 
that when they take them they get 
stressed and die,” he said. “They 
won’t keep many of them alive. 

“You have to look after them; they 
won’t live long if you don’t take care 
of them.” 

Mr Martin who has lived in Har¬ 
low for 40 years and has been keep¬ 
ing birds since childhood, believes 
the people who stole them were plan¬ 
ning to sell them on.. 

“It’s organised crime,” he said. 
“These birds are really scarce this 
time of year, especially in England. 

“This isn’t an isolated case. I’ve 
had phone calls from breeders all 
over the country who have lost more 
bullfinches than me.” 

It is not the first time Mr Martin 
has been targeted by thieves. After a 
number of his bullfinches were 
stolen last year he fitted an alarm to 
one of his aviaries. He is now upping 
his security further. 

Police are appealing for inform¬ 
ation about the theft and want to 
hear from anyone who thinks they 
have seen or heard birds being car¬ 
ried or stored since the theft which 
took place between 2.30am and 7am 
last Thursday (February 26). Any¬ 
one who can help should contact 
Harlow police on the non-emergency 
101 number.

■ Bullfinches have a huge 
range, extending from 
Ireland right across northern 
Europe and Asia.

Pervert priest guilty Anti-social tenant 
of indecent assault banned from home 


A CATHOLIC priest who worked in Harlow during 
the 1990s has been convicted of abusing a vulnerable 
boy at a care home. 

Father Tony McSweeney, 68, attacked the teen at the 
home in Hounslow between 1979 and 1981. 

The disgraced clergyman, who was priest of the 
Holy Cross and St Luke’s parish between 1993 and 
1997 and now lives in Pease Pottage, West Sussex, was 
found guilty on Friday by a jury at Southwark Crown 
Court of one count of indecent assault and three 
charges of making indecent photographs of chil¬ 
dren. 

But he was cleared of three counts of indecent 
assault and one of taking an indecent photograph of a 
child. 

McSweeney, who officiated at the wedding of boxing 
legend Frank Bruno in 1990, showed no emotion as 
the verdicts were given. 

He was released on bail for reports to be prepared 
ahead of sentencing next month. 


A PROPERTY in Cooks Spinney, Harlow, has been 
boarded up after police were granted a three- 
month closure order. 

Neighbourhood officer PC Neil Armor, working 
with Harlow Council, applied to Chelmsford 
Magistrates Court for the order after other res¬ 
idents complained the tenant’s anti-social beha¬ 
viour was having an adverse impact on their 
lives. 

One resident, who asked not the be named, told 
the Star the past few months had been a “living 
hell”. 

The property has been boarded up and the 
tenant has been banned from returning during the 
period of the order. 

Chief Inspector Alan Ray said: “The local neigh¬ 
bourhood team will continue to use any legislation 
available to them to send a clear message that any 
anti-social behaviour will not be tolerated within 
Harlow.”

“I had done a calendar before 
and some people approached 
me at the party saying I should 
do another one,” she explained. 

She thanked the railway, The 
King’s Head pub for offering a 
room for the girls to stay out of 
the cold in and all the models 
who took part. 

“There wasn’t any 
persuading,” she said. “ I 
actually had more girls saying 
they wanted to do it than I had 
space for in the calendar. 

“There are all ages, shapes 
and sizes and the oldest is 70 - 
it’s a quite a brave thing to do.” 

Dean Walton, business 
development manager at 
Epping Ongar Railway, said he 
was delighted to support a 
worthwhile cause.

If you're whipping up treats this Mother's Day, look no 
further than the latest batch of mouth-watering 
Hummingbird Bakery recipes. Founder Tarek Malouf tells 
Kate Whiting about the American adventures that 
inspired them 


f Mary Berry is the reigning 
queen of baking, then Tarek 
Malouf is surely next in line to 
the throne. 

The founder of the exceedingly 
good Hummingbird Bakery brought 
cupcakes back into fashion, when he 
opened the first of his six bakeries 
back in 2004, and is just about to 
publish his fourth - and very 
eagerly-awaited - cookbook, Life Is 
Sweet. 

It’s the result of a three-week road 
trip in October 2013, around his 
spiritual baking home, America, 
which took him from New York to 
Atlanta, New Orleans and Dallas. He 
stayed with friends and relatives, and 
demanded one thing: that they show 
him the best desserts in town. 

“Many of the recipes are regional 
or known in an area in the US, but 
not known here in the UK,” he says. 

“Because American bakery is not 
too familiar to British people, it’s the 
equivalent of me writing a book on 
Indian cookery or Thai cookery - 
you’re teaching a new audience about 
something that’s already in existence 
that’s amazing, and you want them to 
experience it yourself.” 

They all feature names that defy 
your mouth not to water; Gooey 
Butter Cake, Molasses Pecan Crumb 
Cake, Red Velvet Ice Cream and 
Alabama Little Layer Cake, and those 
looking to wow their mums this 
Mother’s Day would do well to seek 
inspiration among the book’s 
brightly coloured pages. 

“The rise in home baking is really 
nice to see,” adds Lebanese-born 
Malouf, who moved to London when 
he was two. 

“People are rediscovering the fun 
you can have making things yourself, 
and you get more adulation from 
friends and family when you bring in 
cookies or a big cake, rather than 
savoury food. There’s more of a wow 
factor, and people are always 


excited.” 

For Malouf, the roots of American 
baking are steeped in traditional 
British recipes, but with added 
ingredients over the years, from the 
country’s rich melting pot of natives 
and immigrants. 

“American baking is fascinating to 
me, I love it,” he says. 

“We used to visit the US once a 
year, and I have a couple of aunts and 
cousins who live there, so we used to 
stay with them. And I have a very 
sweet tooth, so I developed a real 
taste for American desserts and 
cakes.” 

Here are three of Malouf’s new 
recipes for inspiration... 

HONEY CORNBREAD 
CUPCAKES 

MAKES 12 

Using cornmeal to make cornbread 
was something the early European 
settlers in America learned from the 
Native Americans they encountered. 
These cupcakes are sweet, denser 
than our normal sponges, and have a 
tangy cream cheese frosting flavoured 
with honey. 

Ingredients 

For the cupcakes: 

170g yellow cornmeal (polenta) 

135g plain flour 

Itbsp baking powder 

Itsp ground cinnamon 

!4?tsp ground nutmeg 

110g caster sugar 

Itsp salt 

2 large eggs 

235ml whole milk 

115g unsalted butter, melted 

60g runny honey 

For the frosting: 



340g unsalted butter, softened 
75g runny honey 
285g icing sugar 
150g full-fat cream cheese, 
such as Philadelphia, cold 
Method 

To make the cupcakes, 
preheat the oven to 175C/Gas 
4, and line a 12-hole deep 
muffin tin with paper muffin 
cases. 

In a large bowl, mix the 
cornmeal, flour, baking 
powder, cinnamon, nutmeg, 
sugar and salt together 
thoroughly. 

Using a freestanding electric 
mixer with the whisk 
attachment or a hand-held 
electric whisk, whisk the eggs, 
milk, melted butter and honey 
together on a medium speed 
until very well combined. Add 
the dry ingredients on a low 
speed in one slow but steady 
addition. Mix thoroughly but 
don’t overbeat. 

Carefully scoop the mixture 
into the paper cases until 
three-quarters full. Using a 
50ml ice-cream scoop can 
make this process easier and 
will result in even cupcakes. 


Bake for 20 minutes, or until 
the cupcakes bounce back 
when lightly touched. Leave to 
cool slightly before removing 
from the tin and placing on a 
wire rack to cool completely 
before frosting. 

To make the frosting, in the 
bowl of a freestanding electric 
mixer with the paddle 
attachment, or using a 
hand-held electric whisk, beat 
the butter for a minute to 
loosen it up, then add the 
honey and beat for a minute. 
Slowly add the icing sugar on 
a low speed until incorporated 
and beat for two to three 
minutes until light and fluffy. 
Add the cream cheese and mix 
briefly until incorporated - 
don’t overbeat or it will split 
and become runny. 

Pipe or spoon generous 
amounts of the frosting onto 
each cupcake, gently 
smoothing over with a palette 
knife or spoon and making a 
nice swirl of frosting on each 
one. 

EARL GREY TEA PIE 

MAKES A 23CM PIE 

Tea in the South is drunk often, 


but almost always iced and 
sweet. We have used Earl Grey 
tea to give added flavour to 
this recipe, but any black tea 
of your choice can be used. If 
you’re not using Earl Grey, 
which is flavoured with 
bergamot, you can omit the 
grated fruit zest. 

Ingredients 

500g block shortcrust pastry, 
or 375g ready-rolled shortcrust 
pastry 

225g unsalted butter, softened 
430g caster sugar 
8 large egg yolks 

175ml strong Earl Grey tea, 
lukewarm 

Itbsp fresh lemon juice 

Itsp grated mandarin zest (or 
clementine, tangerine or 
orange zest) 

2tbsp plain flour 

msp yellow cornmeal 
(polenta) 

V 2 tsp salt 

Preheat the oven to 175C/Gas 

4. 

Method 

If using shop-bought pastry, 
roll it out on a lightly floured 
surface until it is about 5mm 
thick and line a 23cm pie dish. 
Crimp the edges to suit your 
decorative style and chill in the 
fridge for one hour. 

Using a freestanding electric 
mixer with the paddle 
attachment or a hand-held 
electric whisk, cream the 
butter and sugar together for 
around five minutes on a 
medium-high speed until light 
and fluffy. 

Add the egg yolks, one at a 
time, on a lower speed, 
scraping down the sides of the 
bowl after each addition. 
Carefully add the tea, lemon 
juice and mandarin zest to the 
mixture and mix in well. On a 
low speed, add the flour, 
cornmeal and salt - don’t 
overbeat at this stage. 

Pour the filling into the pie 


crust and bake for about 45 
minutes. The pie should be 
quite firm, but still have a little 
wobble when you move the 
dish. Cool completely before 
serving - it will set as it cools 
down. 


BROWNIE PUDDING 

MAKES A 23 X 32CM TIN, TO 
SCOOP OR SERVE AS DESIRED) 

This baked pudding ends up 
with a soft brownie-like texture 
and is incredibly easy to make, 
as it doesn’t really require 
much in terms of assembly 
and mixing. 

Ingredients 

For the pudding: 

245g plain flour 
3%tsp baking powder 
3 4tsp salt 
295g caster sugar 
30g cocoa powder 
250ml evaporated milk 
(unsweetened) 

2tsp vanilla extract 
50g butter, melted 
200g chopped pecans 
For the topping: 

275g soft light brown sugar 
60g cocoa powder 

750ml hot water (boil then let 
cool slightly) 

Method 

Preheat the oven to 175C/Gas 
4. Grease a 23 x 32cm tin with 
butter. 

To make the pudding, whisk 
together the flour, baking 
powder, salt, sugar and cocoa 
in a bowl. 

Using a freestanding electric 
mixer with the paddle 
attachment or a hand-held 
electric whisk, beat the 
evaporated milk, vanilla and 
melted butter into the dry 
ingredients until smooth. 

Fold in the pecans by hand 
and spread the mixture evenly

Still Alice

EMORIES are twinkling stars in 
a celestial map linking our past, 
present and future. Some of 
these glittering orbs dim 
naturally over time, such as first 
experiences from childhood, while others 
are temporarily obscured by the fog of 
modern life, like when we forget a friend’s 
birthday, what we dreamt last night, to 
water the plants or the last place we saw a 
set of keys. 

Alzheimer’s is an incurable 
neurodegenerative disease that slowly robs a 
patient of the ability to see these stars and 
chart a safe passage back to the people they 
love. 

Names and faces of friends and family 
fade to black. 

For those left behind, staring into the eyes 
of a relative who no longer recognises you, 
is an anguish that defies words. 

Julianne Moore delivers an Oscar-winning 
performance as a 40-something mother faced 


with a diagnosis of this cruel disease in 
Richard Glatzer and Wash Westmoreland’s 
heartfelt drama. 

Based on the novel by Lisa Genova, Still 
Alice simply, yet powerfully, conveys the 
emotional devastation for the central 
character and the ripple effect for her 
family. 

Celebrated linguistics professor Alice 
Howland (Moore) leads a charmed life. 

She has a husband John (Alex Baldwin) 
and three grown-up children, Anna (Kate 
Bosworth), Tom (Hunter Parrish) and Lydia 
(Kristen Stewart), who are forging divergent 
paths through life. 

During a lecture that she has rigorously 
prepared, Alice inexplicably loses her train 
of thought. 

“I knew I shouldn’t have had that 
Champagne,” she jokes to appreciative 
giggles from her audience. 

Alice begins to forget simple vocabulary 
and seeks guidance from family medic, Dr 
Benjamin (Stephen Kunken). 

He rules out tumours or a stroke, but 
suspects that Alice is exhibiting the early 
symptoms of Alzheimer’s. 

“It would be rare for someone as young as 
yourself, but you do fit the criteria,” he tells 
her soberly. 

Tests confirm the doctor’s fears and since 


the condition can be passed down, Alice 
calls together her brood. 

She advises her children to be tested, 
which poses a dilemma for Anna and her 
husband Charlie (Shane McRae), who are 
expecting twins. 

Anchored by Moore’s spellbinding work, 
Still Alice is a modern family portrait that 
will strike an unsettling chord. 

Baldwin tugs our heartstrings and 
Stewart offers strident support as the 
youngest member of the clan, who moves 
back home to reconnect with her mother 
while there is still time. 

“I wish I had cancer,” Alice tells John. “I 
wouldn’t feel so ashamed. When people have 
cancer they wear pink ribbons for you and 
go on long walks and raise money.” Still 
Alice feels no shame or cloying self-pity. 

Writer-directors Glatzer and 
Westmoreland treat characters with 
sensitivity, touching lightly on the 
frustrations and blind terror that will 
become more frequent for Alice and her 
inner circle as the disease progresses.

Queen of SCI-FI 


Sigourney Weaver returns to the big screen in new film 
Chappie. She tells Susan Griffin about taking risks... 


he’s had a 
long and 
varied career, 
but there’s no 
question 

which role she’s best 
known for. Sigourney 
Weaver’s portrayal of 
Ellen Ripley, a brave, 
ballsy astronaut in the 
1979 film Alien, 
established her as a 
force to be reckoned 
with. 

Now 65, Weaver is 
going to reprise the 
role for a fifth time, 
with Neill Blomkamp 
(director of District 9 
and Elysium) at the 
helm. 

“I think it’s very 
exciting but it’s a little 
difficult for me to 
believe quite yet,” says 
the statuesque actress, 
looking elegantly 
laid-back in dark 
trousers and blue 
shirt. 

She’s full of praise 
for the 35-year-old 
South African director, 
describing him as her 
first choice to be in 
control of the film. 

“Neill’s one of those 
masterminds. He’s 
comfortable with all of 
the technology, not 
only classic science 
fiction technology, but 
what’s really 
happening. He’s also 
dazzling visually.” 

But audiences don’t 
have to wait for the 
fifth Alien movie to see 
Weaver back on the big 
screen. Her latest film, 
Chappie, also directed 
by Blomkamp, sees her 
play weapons 
corporation CEO 
Michelle Bradley. 


Chappie is set in the 
near future, where 
crime is controlled by 
a robotic police force 
who can’t be reasoned 
or negotiated with. 
When a police droid - 
nicknamed Chappie - 
is stolen and given new 
programming, he 
becomes the first 
robot to think and 
feel for himself. 

The film asks 
what it means to be 
human through the 
eyes of Vincent 
Moore (Hugh 
Jackman), who sees 
a thinking robot as 
the end of 
mankind, and 
Chappie’s creator, 

Deon Wilson (Dev 
Patel), who sees his 
creation as the last 
hope for humanity. 

She may seem 
light years from Ellen 
Ripley, but Weaver says 
her character in 
Chappie is 
groundbreaking too. 

“It was fun to play a 
woman CEO because 
there are so few of us. I 
think there were some 
men considered, but 
Neill ended up making 
it Michelle and I loved 
that he did that.” 

For Michelle, the 
bottom line is about 
making money - she 
doesn’t care. 

“I think I’d be a 
different kind of CEO, 
because if someone 
said, T can make a 


robot who can think and 
feel’, I’d go, ‘Wow, who 
knows where that can 
take us’. 

“I think there’s more 
money in creating 
something new than 
grinding out what 
you’ve already done, but 
that’s why I’m not a 


CEO,” Weaver laughs. 

She says she’s excited 
by the concept of 
artificial intelligence. 

“I think it’s going to 
be wonderful. Of course, 
it all depends on who 
programmes it. If it’s 
someone like Dev’s 
character, then I think 
you’re going to have a 
lovely life.” 

Weaver’s had 
something of a lovely life 
. Born and educated in 
New York City, Weaver 
graduated from Stanford 
University and went on 
to receive a Master’s 
degree from the Yale 
School of Drama. 


Her first professional 
job was an understudy 
in Sir John Gielgud’s 
production of The 
Constant Wife, starring 
Ingrid Bergman, before 
her film debut in Alien. 

Three years later, she 
starred in the first of the 
Ghostbusters franchise 
opposite Bill Murray 
and Dan Aykroyd 
she’s behind the 
upcoming remake 
starring an 
all-female cast) and 
in 1987, received her 
first Academy Award 
nomination for 
Aliens. 

Another two years 
earned a further two 
nods for her roles in 
Gorillas In The Mist, 
where she portrayed 
primatologist Dian 
Fossey and Working 
Girl, in which she 
played the boss of a 
secretary out on 
revenge. 

She’s since starred in 
the likes of thriller 
Copycat, comedy Jeffrey 
Rush, Roman Polanski’s 
adaptation of Death And 
The Maiden, and the 
animated WALL.E. More 
recently, she’s just 
finished working with 
The Theory Of 
Everything’s Felicity 
Jones on “a wonderful 
movie” called A Monster 
Calls. 

“I think it’s important 
never to repeat yourself, 
and that’s why I’ve 
jumped from drama to 
comedy to sci-fi,” she 


says. 

“I’m happy and very 
comfortable taking risks 
in my work. You’ve got 
to change it up and 
everyday go, ‘I don’t 
know whether I can do 
this’ and that’s why it’s 
interesting.” 

Off-screen, she’s 
married to stage 
director Jim Simpson, 
with whom she has a 
daughter. 

“Marriage is the most 
exciting thing you can 
do and I’ve been married 
for 30 years,” she says. 

“I married someone I 
hardly knew but he’s 
from Hawaii so he had 
lots of aloha!” 

Weaver is currently 
preparing for the new 
Avatar films, which will 
reunite her with Aliens 
director James 
Cameron. Her character 
was mortally wounded 
in the 2009 Avatar 
movie, but “no one ever 
dies in science fiction”. 

“I just know I’m 
playing a really cool 
character so I’m kind of 
working on it to the 
extent of what I know,” 
she says. 

The three movies, due 
for release in 2017, 2018 
and 2019, will be filmed 
simultaneously. 

“We haven’t started 
yet, but when we do, 
we’ll all probably 
disappear off the face of 
the earth for a 
year-and-a-half.” 

Chappie is released on 
Friday.

A s much as we like to 
think that the 
automotive world 
revolves around this 
sceptred isle, the truth 
is somewhat different. 


Here we hold up the BMW 3 
Series as the paragon of success 
in building sales volumes on the 
back of premium build quality, 
yet in global terms the 3 Series is 
a bit-part player compared to 
Volkswagen’s Passat. 

How successful is the Passat? 
You might want to sit down for 
this one. It sells more than the 
entire product line-ups of BMW 
or Audi - fully 1.1 million cars a 
year, with China and the US the 
biggest recipients. 


Passat is now Volkswagen’s most 
successful nameplate and the 
reason why Wolfsburg can’t 
afford to get generation eight 
wrong. 

This is the section where we 
normally muse about power 
outputs, steering feel and how a 
car handles, but none of that is 
really that germane to a 
discussion on the Passat. Here 
it’s all about refinement and ride 
quality. Not a lot else matters. 
With that in mind, we were quite 
surprised to find Dynamic 
Chassis Control, a function that 
alters the steering weighting, the 
sharpness of the throttle 
response and the firmness of the 
suspension on the options list. 


It’s a car that plays a very deft 
hand, bridging the gap between 
the mainstream and premium 
marques while delivering 
comfort and value that’s often 
market-leading. It’s why the 


Big sales depend on the 
2.0-litre 150PS diesel engine and 
it’s a unit that’s respectably 
refined, doing its best work 
between 2,250 and 3,500rpm with 
precious little in the way of 


vibration or diesel rumble 
entering the cabin. 

The 1.6-litre 120PS diesel isn’t 
quite so impressive, but graduate 
further up the range and you’ll 
find a 190PS 2.0 TDI and the 
range-topping all-wheel drive 
biturbo 2.0-litre, good for a hefty 
240PS. There’s even a GTE 
plug-in petrol/electric hybrid 
model offered. 

The manual gearbox has 
evolved into something 
Volkswagen is rightly proud of, 
although a DSG twin-clutch still 
seems a more natural fit for the 
Passat. As ever, the 17-inch wheel 
and tyre set will offer better ride 
comfort than the stiffer 
sidewalled 18-inch rubber. 

The difficulty in attracting 
buyers away from the likes of 
BMW and Audi is that you need 
your product to offer all the 
attractions of a BMW and Audi 
but at a more competitive price. 


That includes looking as 
expensive as these brands which 
is something the Passat has often 
struggled to achieve. Not any 
more. At least not from the 
outside, where the latest Passat 
looks sleek, chiselled and 
polished. 

In fact, the latest car is a touch 
shorter but both lower and wider 
than before and with 79mm more 
built into the wheelbase, there’s 
more space in the cabin. 

The dashboard is a good deal 
more setsquare than before, 
although Volkswagen would 
probably call it architectural. It 
now features a big central screen 
and a set of optional digital 
‘virtual’ dials. The seats, as in 
most Volkswagens, initially feel 
unyielding but are supremely 
comfortable over longer 
distances. 

Three adults can fit in the 
back too. The boot measures an 


enormous 586-litres (up from 565) 
while the estate gets even more, 
with 650-litres available under 
the tonneau (up from 603). 

Prices start at just over £22,000 
for the 120PS diesel in S trim, 
with the DSG ‘box adding 
another £1,600. The 150PS diesel 
opens at just over £23,000 with a 
six-speed manual. You’ll need to 
ascend to the GT trim level to get 
your mitts on the 190PS diesel 
engine and that’ll set you back 
around £28,000. The big banger 
of the range is the all-wheel 
drive 240PS model and this also 
starts at GT level, costing around 
£34,500 with the DSG shifter. 
Alternatively you van pay 
another £1,000 for R-Line 
specification and a seven rather 
than six-speed box. Estates tack 
another £1,500 onto the asking 
price of the four-door cars. 

The range runs through S, SE, 
SE Business, GT and R-Line 


trims and feature equipments 
such as a Post-Collision Braking 
System and mis-fuelling 
prevention on all models, Front 
Assist, Adaptive Cruise Control, 
Pre-Crash system, Driver Profile 
Selection, Ergo Comfort seats 
and front and rear parking 
sensors on SE and above; and 
Discover Navigation on the SE 
Business which is aimed at fleet 
drivers. 

Heated Alcantara seats, 
three-zone climate control and 
18-inch wheels are standard on 
GT, while the range-topping 
R-Line adds seems to empty the 
rest of the options list into the 
car. 

For all the talk of premium 
quality and engine refinement, 
the Passat is a car that 
absolutely has to nail the right 
numbers when it comes to 
efficiency, largely because it still 
relies on company buyers.

ESSEX Leopards return to the 
Brentwood Centre on Sunday 
after seven weeks away, sitting 
one win clear at the top of the 
Basketball League Division One 
table. 

Saturday’s thrilling 73-66 vic¬

Rams need to keep up 
with the neighbours 

Skipper: Club must avoid ‘cancer’ of paying players

SKIPPER Shaun Roberts knows 
all too well Harlow Rugby Club 
stand at the precipice of a bright 
new future. 

Aside from the t’s being crossed 
and the i’s dotted, the Rams will 
start work later this year on their 
million-pound plus new complex 
at Latton Farm off Second Aven¬ 
ue. 

It was finally approved in 
December by Harlow Council 
after the scheme was first mooted 
some 20 years ago. 

Veteran forward Roberts knows 
the opportunity is there to turn 
the club into one of the biggest in 
Essex. 

But he has warned club 
supremos to avoid the ‘cancer’ of 
starting to pay players in order to 
progress the club back to the 
standard it was playing at 15 years 
ago. 

In fact, Roberts thinks the 
Rams need to take a leaf out of 
Harlow’s arch-rivals Bishop’s 
Stortford, where youngsters filter 
through the age groups and seni¬ 
or teams towards the first team. 

The captain explained: “I have 
had an interest in what goes on at 
Stortford, as my son plays there, 
just because that’s where he goes 
to school. 

“But it takes ten years of devel¬ 
oping youth the way Bishop’s 
Stortford did, rather than paying 
players which I think is a cancer, 
for want of a better word, for a 
club. With paying players, once 
the money runs out they go. 

A cancer 

“So with Harlow boys playing, 
then you have got a chance of 
developing up through the 
leagues.” 

It seems a long time ago that 
Harlow were playing at a higher 
level then their neighbours down 
the A1184. 

The Rams were a strong outfit 
in London One. 

But, while the Bishops now ply 
their trade in National Two 
South, just three divisions below 
Saracens, Harlow have found it 
hard to get out of London Division 
Three North East over the last few 
years. 

But Roberts knows the new sta¬ 
dium will inject optimism into a 
club that has been in the 
doldrums in recent years. 

At the heart of the project is a 
first team pitch using state-of-the-

No more muddy marvels on a 
Saturday afternoon. 

However, it is the opportunity 
to extend the club’s already thriv¬ 
ing youth programme, which is 
pivotal. 

The 7.5 hectare plot of land at 
Latton Farm will provide six 
pitches as well as a new pavilion. 

Roberts explained: “We have 
already got a lot of youngsters 
coming through. The seconds 
have got a lot of youngsters com¬ 
ing through. 

“The impending move will 
really help with us attracting 
more youth players.” 

It was back in the early 1970s 
that rugby really took off in the 
town and owed much to the 
arrival of Welshmen such as Alan 
Price (64), now the club president, 
when he started teaching at Mark 
Hall School in Harlow, where he 
still teaches part-time. 


Roberts is well aware of the 
input of Price and his fellow 
Welsh school teachers, and knows 
the club desperately need similar 
figures to feed young players into 
the Essex club. 

Roberts said: “Don’t forget this 
club played in the National 
Leagues for years and years and 
years, because of the quality of the 
schools around here and the 
Welsh teachers that played rugby 
and got them down here. 

“Unfortunately they all retired 
and it didn’t keep coming 
through, so we need to get into the 
schools and make sure they know 
there is a facility to learn and play 
rugby. That’s what we really want 
to do.” 

“I think it’s making sure that 
we use the money wisely and 
invest in youth.” 

Director of rugby Lee Harron 
was just breaking into the first 
team back in the 1990s when the 
plans for a new stadium were first 


put forward. 

The contentious plans have 
divided opinion in Harlow, with 
many equally concerned about 
the proposal for 130 homes on the 
club’s old ground in Elizabeth 
Way. 

It might not float everyone’s 
boat, but certainly from a sport¬ 
ing perspective it’s a chance for 
Harlow to have facilities unpar¬ 
alleled in this region. 

Harron is excited about what 
the future will bring. 

“The move was coming when I 
was 18 or 19. It’s been over 20 years 
in the making. When it comes it 
will be fantastic and it will be 
good for some of these boys,” he 
enthused. 

“It’s difficult with schools as 
they are all directed by the cur¬ 
riculum, but that’s very import¬ 
ant. We need to get into the 
schools. 

“The minis section is thriving, 
which is good. But it’s about get¬ 



ting into those schools and getting 
the youngsters to come and play.”

I’m sure I 
can speak on behalf of all con¬ 
nected with the club when I say 
we’re very proud of them.” 

Former St Mark’s School stu¬ 
dent Harryman made her longest 
jump of the year so far with 5.80m 
on Saturday.
